REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


We respectfully submit this our first annual report to 
the school board and citizens of the town of Errol. 

We find the registers of last year in a confused condition 
which makes it somewhat difficult to make an accurate sta- 
tistical report of the school for the school year ending Sep- 
tember 1, 1920. We herewith submit such a report as it has 
been possible to make from the state reports made out by 
Mr. Tuttle of Lancaster.

Teachers for 1920-21 are in parentheses. 
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The table given above should have your careful consider- 
ation. You will notice the excellent attendance and the in- 
erease in the number of pupils for this year. There is a 
tendeney toward larger grades in the high school. One 
teacher has been added to avoid cutting the work in the 
lower grades and to bring the grades up to the work in the 
state program. This was needed also because of the large 
sized entering class. 

We found it difficult to find good teachers at the time 
the schools came under our supervision. We were very 
fortunate however and have secured approval of the school 
for the year. The school seems well organized and the work 
of the state program is being followed as closely as possible. 

There are but two boys in the high school at present and 
these are in the ninth year. Next year these plan to take 
courses in Animal Husbandry and cover the work of two 
years as given four year high schools, but in a more super- 
ficial manner. After next year there will be but few boys 
to take the work and it may be necessary to drop the work 
for a time. The work in manual training should have 
ereat emphasis beginning with grade five. The development 
of the Domestic Arts courses has needed the use of the small 
class room up stairs for that purpose. The hall way down 
stairs is used by the intermediate teacher. The benches for 
manual training are in the main room or basement. It is 
impossible to get results in Manual Training as conditions 
are now. We should have some provision made in the ap- 
propriations for the coming year to provide some alteration 
or addition made in the rough and give the boys an oppor- 
tunity to do the finishing. I don’t believe a large outlay is 
necessary. 

We have appreciated the progressive spirit of the village 
and the intérest of the pupils. I believe the work you have 
done in the development of your schools has been worth 
the effort. | 

The work of development consists mainly in the extension 
of the work in Manual Training and the developing of the 
teaching force. Methods should be perfected and the teach- 
ers who have done excellent work should be retained, if pos- 
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sible. The text books are in good shape. A few may be need- 
ed to fill up the sets for the larger classes and to meet the 
needs of the new state program. The library trustees have 
shown a desire to cooperate with the schools and have pur- 
chased many books for the children. A few more may be 
needed for use in silent reading and reference work. 

We earnestly desire that the schools may continue to have 
your cooperation and support in giving advantages to the 
children of Errol equal to those in other progressive towns. .
